To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Northfield,  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following" sub- 
jects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges,  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  aid  for 
highways  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  tuition  of  scholars  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  the  town  debt. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and  adopt  the 
reports  of  the  Town  Officers  as  printed. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  secure  fiowage  and  drainage  rights  on  the  brook 
crossing  Park  Street,  and  construct  a  dam  on  said  brook  for 
the  purpose  of  storing  water  to  flush  the  Park  Street  sewer, 
and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  the  stone  crusher 
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or  exchange  it  for  a  new  one  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  the  macadam 
road  leading  from  the  upper  iron  bridge  to  Summer  Street, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  road 
machine,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Union 
Church  Society  to  enlarge  the  vestry  of  the  Union  Church 
at  Northfield  Depot,  or  to  build  a  vestry  in  the  basement  of 
the  church.    By  request. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  standard  of 
width  for  the  maintenance  of  the  highways  in  said  town. 
By  request. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of 
Health  to  prosecute  all  parties  dumping  any  filth  and  waste 
in  said  Town.    By  request.

Report  of  the  School  Board 

Town  School  District  of  Northfield. 


Our  schools  with  one  exception,  and  generally  by  the 
request  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  districts,  have  been  con- 
ducted by  teachers  residing  in  town  and  with  a  reasonable 
degree  of  success. 

For  various  reasons  well  known  to  most  of  the  citizens  of 
the  district,  there  are  five  or  six  weeks  of  school  due  the 
Hodgdon  district.

As  we  submit  our  report  for  the  school  year  we  realize 
that  the  statistic  and  financial  part  is  perhaps  of  more  in- 
terest to  the  tax  payers  than  anything  we  may  suggest. 

While  we  have  had  much  to  encourage,  and  results  that 
prove  a  successful  year  in  the  school  work,  there  are  some 
questions  or  phases  that  are  hard  to  arrange  and  provide 
for. 

What  shall  we  do  with  the  children  in  the  primary  de- 
partment has  been  a  question  of  no  small  import. 

L,ast  year  we  had  an  assistant  teacher  in  the  first  primary. 

This  year  with  an  increase  of  pupils  it  was  decided  to 
have  a  sub-primary  for  the  first  grade.  As  we  had  no  va- 
cant room  it  was  necessary  to  furnish  a  part  of  the  large  hall 
on  the  third  floor,  and  there  the  little  folks  are  doing  their 
work  in  a  regular  order  and  with  good  results. 

There  has  been  very  little  change  in  text  books  and  sup- 
plies of  the  school  for  the  past  year,  and  two  or  three  changes 
in  the  corps  of  teachers. 

The  interest  of  parents  and  friends  in  the  school  work  has 
been  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  school  board,  and  has  a 
marked  effect  upon  the  teachers  and  scholars. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  last  June,  and  its  class  that 
completed  our  course  of  study  were  a  credit  to  our  school,
